Almost immediately after ^rraduat- 
ins from Oxford, where hr took hon- 
ours in the Sshool of Thilosophy. I'oli- 
tlcs and Economics, he went to Pekins 
as Honourary Attach to - Sir Miles 
Xaunps'on. British M-nieter to China. 
]ii ZVt' Air. Dugdalo became corres- 
Jiondenl in China for the London 
'Times". 

.The Groat War," begran Mr. Dug- 
flale, "meant more to the British Em- 
Jiire than to any ovher nation, except 
Belgium and prance, and more to 
England than to any other part of the 
Empii-e. The most important effect of 
the war on the young Englishmen was 
disillusionment. They were totd to read 
their B hies which enshrine neighbor- 
ly ]oyc while ihcir newspapers gave 
grapiiic accounts of Brltlsli victories 
won af the expense of many German

In .her lecture on ^5nl«rdny nl Ihc 
JlontrenI High School went on to ir'vo 
it resnmo of our Ulean iin Ihc earth 
nnd the st.ir's s'noc tho llinc.i when 
the Pharonhs consideroil tho cartli lo 
be fl.Tl .-UKl tho sun. floating snI)llnK- 
ly on a river, to travel round tho 
earth, to oHp pre.^cnt d:iy research In 
which with powcrTuI telescopes stars 
c.-in bo pictured' hundreds or light 
years away. 

The lecture opened with somo slide.s 
which .pictured tho sun travelling 
round the Nile Valley on n ship, 
which was hidden from view nt night 
by somo rugged nionnlalns. Ap- 
parent ptolmey was tho first gcnixiis 
■ to discover by .«urvrying thai the 
planet wa.s a curved siirface. 

From tho ancient Egypt 'ans we 
jump to Galileo who invcAted the 
first talcscopo and pronouncctl th« 
earth to be a sphere. Xcwton who In- 
vented ttio first mirror telescope came 
next. Modern telescopes, said Dr. 
Dougl.os. are based on these two 
principales — mirror anil t''ns. A 
gTMt contrast was seen bewtecn G.ill- 
] leo's d"agram of Orion's licit and a 
j picture taken of it by a modern tele- 
scope. A a trlbuto to the imagina- 
tion of the Greeks, ns'ronomeis still 
keep the old mythological names for 
the constellations, but so many thou- 
s^nda Of new;star.<) have been found 
that they are often given numbers. 
It was said that while the ancient 
sc'cncî was one of Imagination that it 
was no less so now-a-days. Wonder- 
ful pictures are continually being 
taken by the observatories in Chicago. 
California, nnd Victoria. Bright 
lights In the sky .were often .found to 
be clusters of stars, and a blur tnlght 
be some gaseous nebula. 

The slides picturing tho 'Ircat R-^nr, 
The Ivlttlc Bca.-. Orion's Belt and some 
pictures talfcn by the great observa- 
tories, ■wcro' followed by pictures of 
the observatories tlicmsclvcs. The 
largest kns telescope in the world l.s

Joan of Arc was born In the year 
Mli. She was a farmer's daughter, 
and for tho greater.part of her life 
she devoted licr.selt to domestic duties, 
.roan waa somewhat fanciful and a 
little disposed to keep to herself, but 
there was nothing clso to distinguish 
her from hcr companions. At about 
the ago' of th'lrtccn she first hit.rd 
myslcrluus voices beckoning lier to' 
deliver hcr country, from tho tenac- 
ious grip of- Kiigland, and Joan then 
1)051111 to experience the impulse that 
led her to victory. When she was 
seventeen years, ot ago. Just a mere 
girl, sho dressed herself as a man 
nnd set out to see her king. It was 
Jonn of Arc who later inspired the 
great mnrcii of tlio I'rench army that 
ultimateiy led to the destruction ot 
the Kngllsh plans and tlic salvation ot 
Fran.^j.

We cannol t^c a joke upon our- 
seh^s. We are verj' thin skinned. 

Humour is the saving grace of any person. He who can 
see the amusing side in any situation is the one with whom wc 
prefer to live. In our busy and tensed lives we arc so much in 
earnest that our humour is reserved for occasions . when we 
înay speak and be proclaimed as a wit, a good after-dinner 
speaker, so that our prestige is raised in marketable value, or 
for occasions when wc can coerce our contemporary into" a 
frame of mind where he Avill but our goods. Humour is not in- 
dulged in for its own sake. 

If a-joke -is played upon us, or if our own has been ! 
turned upon us. we take it as a personal affront because other,] 
j>eople «can lau^;h at us. Wc have only Jaughed ^at othei-s whenj 
they afe*âownVand in reality when we sliould have humoured' 
fhcm up. When others laugh at us we presuppose that we are in 
^hat position also, and, in a world where we have to make a. 
treatable appearance to be a success, such a position is disas- 
irous. " 

. At .pi^esent w£ hawe.not.a-sensc .i)f. humour which., is disr. 
tinctly Canadian. We have not even a Canadian humourous- 
paper. We oscillate between Life and Judge on the one hand and 
P^nch on the other. The Goblin has become the New Goblin in 
l-wo sensesTThe McGill Martlet lived but a few months. Wc arc' 
■a. nation- of hybrids in our humour. The Calgary Eye Opener is 
printed in the United States. College Humour and Film Fun 
are not indigenous. The comic strips for the newspapers are im- 
ported and reserved for Sunday, or Saturday night in the bath. 

True there is a fund of humourous sioricf that are in 
circulation but they are not printed. Because our humour is not 
iu.Jïlaçk and wliite we feel that it has. to go the rounds verbally. 
3î|^^|^i|tpï|being dragged away to a corner and in low con- 
A^rsàiâonàl tones the motive is expounded. In this sui'reptitious 
winiier, in low tones, 'humour has taken upon itself a low tone. 
True Jiumour has an element of the coarse in it but never f iltli^ 

In the main our humour has taken this form and for 
appearance sake in our quasi-respectable society we dare not 
print. Our public opinion and mentality is moulded by the press, 
(read the Daily), and so we cannot laugh at anything but our 
verbally inpsired jokes. What we need most is a sense of 
^çroour. And that reminds us ... ' 



A STRAW IN THE WIND 

iJ|LE attempt of the Commerce juniors to form a Debating 
'^Society within their ranks is a campus phenomenon worthy 
of the closest attention. Hitherto, Commei ce has Ijeen regarded 
by some as a course especially designed for those desiring the 
beinefits of a college education without :the expendit.ure of too 
much energy or effort in work. 

And the result of this is thai Commerce has come to be 
rather looked down upon by the other faculties. 

The age old prejudice of philosophy against money is an- 
,other factor contributing to the present prejudice against Com- 
merce. "Money is the root of all evil," says a well-known econo- 
mist; and certain incidente and manifestations seem to bear him 
put to some extent. But the answer .comes from Joseph Conrad's 
"Typhoon" out of the mouth of the old sailor, "It ain't the ships, 
its the men in then." There is no fimdamental evil power in 
money, but it may be put to uses wjiich justify the outcry of 
the economist. 

If money and the use of money can be proved even falla- 
. cipusly tp be the ropt of all evil an education can bestow no 
il^tter ^ift than a full understanding of the stresses and strains 
in the social structure caused by tlie manifold manipulations of 
mpney and of all that money cannoLcs iu tlic field of industry 
^ao^ ^Gpmmerce. 

Universities throughout the woi-ld recognize the value of 
îÇpmmerce cour-ses and have added them to their curricula. On 
^ •recent trip to Toronto we were informed that a man who lias- 
ses his second year in Commerce i.i an oljject of reverence there, 
while here, at McGill, he is much moi'c likely to be re^a^'dptl tis 
a person who has spent Iwp easy years in college. 

If .change in this condition is to take place it must have 
ijtl! ,be|?inning among the .students themselve.'i. The most brilliant 
.prpfessors and the most difficult courses will never rempve this 
prejudice unless the commercial students set on foot a renais- 
^nce of intellectual activity amoiig.st themselvea, and tliat this 
xenaissjince seems to have to obtained more than a foothold at

At worst Joan was an Ill-favoured country wench, who al tho head ot 
twenty odd ruffians, took part In tho capture ot several small towns 
and in the crowning of knock-lcneed Henry îlh, who thoroughly de- 
served it. ■When peace was signed, Joan refused to slop fighting, and, 
liad siic not bo been taken by tho enemy, ithc would probably have 
remained a brigand chief. A? for savins rrance, had that been ul ail 
necessary, neither Trance nor frenchmen, as wo undcrsiand the terms, 
iiien existed.. Joan would be well served by the Bhakesperian epitaph: 

Supposing for the sake of Indulging- our lady readers, wo admit 
îl'.c lierolsni ot Joan's career, then they in turn must recognise tliat 
sound lingllsh commonscnse branded lier a witch, that an Infalllblo 
church has called iter a taint, and that, medlco-hlstorldns liavo good 
cause for believing she was almost a man. Bq that It man, God, or tho 
devil gets his due, women can claim no; credit for Joan s achievements 
such as they were. Tho l-'rench have a better caao for idolizin gher. 
There was once a cafe in Paris called, la C'halle Vierge. 11 l^ecanio In- 
ternationally Tamous.

Uot Continuous 
The Hundred Tearn War vas not a 
oiiiit'niioua s'riigi^lo. but rnlher a ter- 
iea of wars Interpersed by tiumeroiis 
truces. Tho c.iuscs are quite complcv 
buMho m.ain reason wnn (he cla'm of 
IMward III. king ot England 1/ tho 
French crown. 

At first the English were aucccssful, 
iin<l they ca.iily il?fealed tho French 
siildlers at the ba(lle;i of I'oitlcr nnd 
Ci-ccy. A llltlo later l''ranpo sur- 
rendered Calais lo Englnntl. However 
when Charles VI of Franco became 
king ho managed to regain all that 
they had lost and a peace ot thirty 
years followed. 

In tho .};caj- 1U3 Jlenry, y ascended 
the throne, ot England. Two ye.ars 
later he crossed the English Channel 
with a largo and formidable army 
and captured I^fleur at tho mouth of 
the Seine. ;.Not satl.itled with this 
Initial victpry, he resolved to do 
something more siicctacujar, and he 
marched towards Calais. On his way 
ho met,", a French ai'my five or six 
fmes the size of his own. In spite 
of these odds Henry, V overwho.med 
tlie enemy at tho baltio ot .Vgincourt. 

The result ot Aglncnurt was fvlght- 
fully dLsn^lrous for Jrrance. Tlio 
French coniplolcly lost nerve nnd 
■were imbued by a fear of Ihc English. 
This, coupled with the fact that tho 
national feeling in l'"iniioo was weak 
tended lo demoralize tho country. 
1'wo Factions 
At this llino Franco was divided 
into two faction!', each ot which 
bargained for the aid of the linglb'^h 
force. This weakness, Impressed the 
lllnglish that Franco would bo »n 
easy country to atlack. Soon how- 
over, both faollons mndo pcaoc,~ but 
now Ihu disbanded soldiery enmc Into 
their Hlinro of -Iho llmellghl, and 
suelied town after (own. 

Ill the meantime 1^0 English Invad- 
ed Normandy. Tlin J'Veneli rerxsi-'il lo 
fight and lliplr encinlos begun sys- 
tuintitlcnlly lo conquor the ooiijitry. 
Henry V wa.s e.vlreiiiiily .Miet'O.isfiil 
and odiled moot of Normandy lo Ills 
realm.-:. 

At (Ills nlage of (he war, di|iloiiiHey 
took (ho place of warfaro and ll|o 
next nine ^'eai'.s, u|> to tlia tinio 
wliun the Kiigllsli aUncHcid Orleans, 
were tilled with lr<;allcs and striig- 
glt'lJ for l/iebUge. 

Henry V died In lliu year 1122 and 
Ilio Hiiliu of liedfui'd aoled ns )'cgciil 
for Iho lieir who >vos uiily a ejiijd. 
iledford however, lacked, the prestige 
of Henry V, aipl men i) while I'higlnnd 
was beginiii)ig lo expérience wear- 
iiicts ot war.
